sa)'*: Yesterday tho heavy falls of ruin in this 
ueighborhood, which had continuo*! with hut 
blight intermission for several days and nights 
pact, suddenly ceased about three I’. M., au«l 
the weather continuo! tine until about 9 
o’clock this morning. 
Tho rain during Thurs­ 
day and Friday was accompanied with thun­ 
der and lightning, and at intervals tho down­ 
pour was such as is seldom exceeded during 
the most terrific storms. 
The Mullock and 
Mersey seriously overflowed their banks, and 
the escaping floods from them have done im­ 
mense damage. 
The river Wedlock had to- 
gun to rise rapidly at I o'clock on Saturday, 
and soon afterwards evidences of the lavages 
It was c moulting along its banks presented 
themselves in tin’ shape of household furni­ 
ture, plunks, and various other kinds of ptoji- 
erty, which floated down tho stream. 
Soon 
after > o’clock the flood made a dean breach 
over the stone bridge in London street, Man­ 
chester, and subsequently several streets were 
overflowed, in some places to u depth of many 
feet, and in some of the buildings, which are 
dwelling houses, the inmates were driven up 
stairs to esc iqs* the water, and made prisoners 
for many hours iii the upper stories. 
A very 
ghastly aspect was given to affaire during the 
afternoon by the appearance in the stream of 
a considerable number of dead bodies, some of 
thorn In coffins ami some of them without, 
which had been washed awny from the Homan 
Catholic jKirtion of the cemetery near to the 
Philip’s Park, 
The flood had sw ept over 
portion of this burial ground several miles 
higher up the river, and committed great de­ 
vastation, washing away head-stoues and oth 
cr memorials from tho gruves. 
lu some cases 
the soil had simply been washc I from the 
graves; in others the lids of coffins had beeu 
removed, exposing the faces of the dead; aud 
in others, as already mentioned, the collins 
and the Irk lies they contained were entirely 
washed away. The police succeeded, with the 
ald of grapling irons, and by other means, in 
recovering a number of the lilie s floating 
down the river, aud such of them as were 
without collins were removed to the |allice 
alation in shells. 
The flood in its course thro’ 
Ancoat's vale washed away three cottage 
houses. 
Hie flood found its way iuto a large 
dye works, in Embden vale, ami into the ex­ 
tensive machine shop of Messrs. Wren and 
Uopkinson, which was flooded to the height 


of two stories. 
The damage will be very WUU 
aiderable. 
A great quantity of calicoes ami 
fustian good! were swept out of the dye house 
into the bed of the river, and remained there, 
forming a great pile and very serious ob-ttac­ 
tion to the w ater course.

During tim early part of 
terday afternoon the Gorton reservoir, near 
chester, belonging to the Manchester Cor- 
ration, burst, and an immense volume of

The wnter washed away a boundary wall 
in Wigan, and entered an old coal pit, whence 
it is feared it will roach the workings of those 
firing who lease the seams beneath the bo­ 
rough. 
Tile most strenuous efforts were made 
yesterday to fill up the pit, but it was not un­ 
til late at night that tile difficulty was over­ 
come. 
Through fear of a flood the workmen 
were withdrawn from several pits on Saturday, 
All along the stream the lower rooms of the 
mills aud manufactories have suffered, the 
toiler tires have beeu extinguished, and the 
hands compelled to cease work. 
Similar disastrous accounts, accompanied in 
several instances with reports of lose of life 
from drowning and lightning, reach us from 
other parts of Lancashire, as well as from Nor­ 
folk and Essex. 


A G unpow der P lo t in Nan Francisco. 
The central part of San Francisco was 
started last night, at eleven minutes past 12 
o’clock, by a tremendous explosion, which 
seemed to tho startled hearers like tliat of a 
powder mill, or of some large works at a dis­ 
tance. 
Owing to th* lateness of the hour and 
stillness of the night, the report was heard for 
more than half a mile in every direction. 
Thoughts of another nitro-glycerine affair 
flashed across the mind of a Call reporter, who 
was returning home from his labors for the 
night, and he hastened in the direction w hence 
the sound proceeded. 
Instead of discovering 
some mere accident, as he had expected, he 
discovered that one of the most diabolical out­ 
rages which it has toon our lot to record for 
for tome time past had been attempted on the 
lives of the inmates of a house oil Fine street 
by some scoundrels, who endeavored to ru.ih 
the guilty souls of those iii the building into 
the presence of their Maker without a word of 
warning or preparation. 
The house is situated at No. 5?,2 Pine street, 
on the corner of Quincy, a small alley running 
parallel with Kearney street, m>ar Dtqiont, and 
is kept by Fannie Woodward, ami was former­ 
ly kept by Mrs. Palmer. 
Tile building is a 
large two-story brick, ami extends back utout 
sixty feet. 
On Quincy alley, about thirty feet 
horn the corner, is another entrance, where 
nre placed two strong doors, one on the street 
and the other about three feet inside a square 
hallway in the intervening space. 
In the rear of the second door is a short 
passage, in which most of the damage was 
done. 
Oil the north and to the left of the en­ 
trance are two small rooms, one need us a 
parity aud the other as ii bedroom. 
To the 
right of the entrance is a wine room, and fur­ 
ther on a long passage leading to the Pine 
street distr, ami from which ojten two large 
parlors. 
The basement is occupied as a din­ 
ing room, kitchen and *tore room, the latter 
iK’ing directly toneuth the Quincy street en­ 
trance. 
The upper story is divided oil into 
several rooms. 
At the tim-' u’ ore mentioned the inmates 
were startled by a loud explosion in tile Quin­ 
cy stn-et entrance, and the deafening noise 
was mode more terrible by the falling of plas­ 
ter aud ceilings. 
Tin* whole house was imme­ 
diately filled with smoke ami the smell of 
burned gunpowder, and, to add to the confu­ 
sion, all th** gas was extinguished. 
The in­ 
mates appeared to to paralyzed with fear; but 
others shortly afterward arrived, and the gas 
was again lighted. 
Tho scene which presented iiself is hard to 
describe. 
The outside door on Quincy street 
hail been smashed into hundreds of pieces, 
which were scattered ail over the street. 
The 
casements of the windows had also been torn 
to shreds aud the pieces were scattered on the 
floor.

like a cross-cut saw smiled at me from the 
door step, while two men upon the roof were 
busy tearing off the shingles anil driving 
hooks into the chimney.

The North Carolina Flection 


The election in North Carolina was 
the first to occur after tho nomina­ 
tion of Horace Greeley, and men of 
both parties looked for the result 
with intcnso interest as an indica­ 
tion of the drift of tho current. 
As 
the administration was in possession 
of all tho offices, from Governor down 
to canvassers, aud had all the ma­ 
chinery of government upon its side, 
it WRS felt that it had to succeed and 
that by an increased majority, or else 
confess to 
a 
damaging 
reaction 
against it. 
Its forces were also vast­ 
ly better organized than those of the 
opposition, whilo the wholo effect of 
the Liberal movement was not felt, as 
tho nominations were made before it 
had developed its full proportions. 
Iii addition to these, and as indi­ 
cating the great interest it had in the 
result, extraordinary exertions were 
made by the administration. 
A lnrge 
share of the cabinet were sent down, 
and no stone was lelt unturned. 
In 
fact the efforts made were almost 
frantic. 
Our midnight despatches show a 
Conservative majority of 0,000 to 
10,000, there being gains in every 
county yet heard from. 
There seems 
to be no reason to doubt that the vic­ 
tory is a decisive one, and that the 
administration party has received a 
defeat whose effect will last through 
the entire canvass.

Tlie American Coal Trade, 
But fow people appreciate 
the 
magnitude of the coal trade of the 
Unitod States. 
In 1870 the am’t sold 
was 19,057,535 tons, or a little more 
than two tons for every inhabitant in 
the land. 
Seward’s Coal Trade Cir­ 
cular estimates a minimum increase 
in consumption since that time of 2,- 
500,000 ton8, but remarks that many 
claim it will be 3,500,000 tons in 
1872. 
This not only arises from 
manufacturing sources but from the 
increased use of coni for domestic 
purposes. One writer is bold enough 
to say tho consumption in American 
hones has doubled in five years.— 
We have no means of arriving at the 
accuracy of this conclusion, but have 
noticed the domestic trade hereabout 
has increased rapidly.

early exhaustion of the mines.

THE NORTH CAROLINA ELECTION. 


N ew Y o r k, A ug. 2. 
The news of the election in North Carolina 
is received with great eagerness by the multi­ 
tudes gathered around the bulletin boards at 
the Cliv Hall and the headquarters of the Re­ 
publican, 
Democratic 
und 
Liberal 
Com­ 
mittees, 
Schenck of Washington N. C., R epublica 
candidate for Sheriff of Hanover Co. visited 
tho rooms of tho Republican committee and 
reported he had received a dispatch to-day in­ 
forming him of his election by five hundred 
majority. 
Last night's dispatches conceded this coun­ 
ty to the Democrats. 
A dispatch from W 
G. Mason to Col. Allen ut Liberal headquar­ 
ters states that Merrimou is elected by about 
six thousand majority. 
A dispatch was received from Secretary 
Robeson at Republican headquarters stating 
that the Republicans carry North Carolina by 
a small majority. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 2. 
A special despatch to the Patriot, dated 
Raleigh, N. C.—I A. M., just received, con­ 
firms the largo Conservative gains in Die Eas­ 
tern and Western counties. 
Cabarras County 
gives a Conservative gain of 233 over Shipp’s 
vote of 1870. 
Leach is elected in tho Fifth 
District, 
Caswell County electa a Democratic 
county ticket, and gives a large gain to the 
State ticket. 
The Republicans bere have com­ 
pletely given u|» the election. 
Merrimou’* ma 
jority is now estimated at 12,000, and the Leg­ 
islature 73 Democratic on a joint Iva dot. 


R a l e ig h , N. C., Aug. 2—3 A. ll. 
Returns from twenty-seven counties indicate 
(vositively the election of Merriinon, the Con­ 
servative candidate for Governor, six out of 
eight Congressmen, an I sixty majority on ii 
joint ballot in the Assembly, thereby electing 
a Democratic United States Senator in place 
of John Pool (Republican). 
The contest iii 
the Fourth District is as yet doubtful, though 
the chances are iii favor of Rogers (Conserva­ 
tive). 
The First District is also doubtful, but 
seven Conservative Congressmen are probably 
elected. 


Wilmington, N. C. Aug. 2. 
In Rockingham and Carteret Counties the 
Conservative* have gained. 
The Republicans 
have gained in Caswell County. 
The returns 
indicate the defeat of Settle for Congress. 
Then* teems to exist no reasonable doubt of 
Merrimoo’a election, by a decisive majority. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 2 . 
Judge Settle telegraph^! to Poetmaster- 
Geoeral Cress well this afternoon saying lie is 
elected with three oilier Republican candi­ 
dates for Congress, and probably a fifth in 
North Carolina.

Beacli then addressed the Court at some 
length, asking if respondent (after the testi­ 
mony that had been taken as issued in these 
orders) should not have the right to show if he 
can. that he acted from honest motives; that 
if he erred, it was from a mistake of law and 
fact.

CONFESSION OF A MURDERER. 


M a y v i l l e , N. Y., Aug. 2. 
At IO minutes past twelve to-day Chaa. Mar­ 
low was hanged in jail al this place for mur­ 
der id Win. 
Bachman at Jamestown Aug. 
16th, 1871. 
The crime xvas one of the most re­ 
volting ever rom mi tied in Western New York. 
Bleb mali, a st rang*!, of whose antecedents 
nothing is known, made, his ap|x*aranco iu 
Jamestown and 
professed to have 
large 
amounts of money In his possession. 
Two 
days later Marlow enticed him into a vault un­ 
der his brewery, shot him and then burned the 
laxly of his victim iii tho brewery furnace. 
Marlow received two trials, the jury in the 
first trial disagreeing. 
Un the second trial he 
was convicted and sent meed to tx* banged 
March 29th. 
A stay of proceedings was ser­ 
ved an I tile case taken to the Supreme Court, 
but a nexv trial was refused, and to-day was 
designated as the time for Die execution. 
Throughout the trial Marlow exprts^td su­ 
preme indifference,aud during his confinement 
preserved the sam1* command over himself. 
He always denied iii* guilt until last night, 
when he made a full confession, conditional 
that it should not lie made public until after 
his death. 
Un the 18th of hut month lie at­ 
tempted to kill Die jailor aud make his escape.
